, Classified Service, 


Too Many Officers are Protec- 


ted—Public Policy to Provide 
for Removals. 


'Waihlngttm, March 10,—Tho report of 


the 
Ken ate committee on olvll service 


on the recent Investfgatlon of the clnss- 
illcd nervine embodies the conclusion of 
the committee as follows: 
First, the 


executive has power to nuike such modi- 
fications us muy be foutid advisable, and 
therefore no IcglBlatitm Is needed; ncc- 
ondly, I ho commltLae 1« itgrtied ibat the 
clussjflcutlon ha-» bten too extensive, and 
that certain places that have bten chiss- 
llt*jd ulibulU bo excluded from 
class-' 


llicutlon so tbut appointments may ba 
rnail» to them, not through legislation, 
but at the pleasure of thu head u( the 
depart men t or bureau. 
Tho committee 


therefore Is oi the opinion Hint the pre«- 
Ident dbould make certain mdcllflcatlonu 
In tbo rules and should restore to tho 
headu of deparlmonts the appointment 
of certain ct:L?ac3 of officials. 
The com- 


mit Ue, however, recognizes 
that 
its 


province In the matter IB purely ad- 
visory, sine* It ha* no legislation to 
propose." 


It is recommended that a number ot 


employes In the interior department and 
the chlof clerks of tho various bureaus, 
apodal agents and law E^/amlners bo 
exempted. 
The exemption recommended 


In thla department la quite ax tended, 
and Includes g»iierally the pOBltlonn of 
individual rtsi>onsIbilUy. 
It Is alao 


recommended that private secretaries 
be in all cases exempted.

The same recommendation la made as 


to the chief clerks In all departments, 
also us to pOBtofllce Inspectors 
and 


special agents of the agricultural d«- 
liurinient. 
A competitive departmental 


examination lor technical pouitlomj at 
navy yards la recommended, 
' 


Tho committee expresses the opinion 


that the duplication of the government 
printing olilco wits not authorized by 
law, but that even If it was many places 
in that olllce were included whtch should 
not have been. 
The members think 


that If the ofllcu IE to remtilr. in the class- 
ified uorvlce the appolritmonts should 
be apportioned among the various atates,, 


Thauo exceptions, they aay, do not in 


any way Inter/era with tho principle of 
regulating- appointments in the class- 
ified service, but merely take from tho 
classified lists those persons whose ra- 
lationa to tliolr chiefs are cither of a 
fiduciary or of an executive nature, the 
principle being tllal where an official has 
to Impose peculiar confidence either In 
the honesty or the executive ability of 
an officer the selection ot that ofllcer 
• bould be with the person who In dlraclly 
responsible- for his acts. 


Tbo recant order of the president In 


regard to removals seems to hava been 
Interpreted more narrowly than In the 
opinion of tho commltteemen the order 
Justifies. 
They sa.y that "white the 


power of appointment to the civil service 
may well be regulated so as to open the 
aervico Impartially to all the people of 
tha United States under suitable restric- 
tions, the power ot removal should bo 
very broad." 
Wherl a clerk Is deemed 


by hL» Immediate superior to b* Inef- 
ficient, It IB clearly In the line of public 
policy that the cl«rk should

charged and no Impediments should be 
placed In the way of such a dlschar&o 
except such as may be necessary to se- 
cure justice to the person removed."
